The law provides that teachers may 
not take a cut in pay; so this means 
that the highest existing salary will set + 
the top pay and all teachers will be 
brought up to this level. No wonder 
the teachers are for the bill! 

During an intermission the superin 
tendent of the Upland District VERY 
ROUGHLY estimated that 150 teach- 
ers were about $1000 behind the high 
schoo! level. The Ontario schoo! super 
intendent VERY ROUGHLY estimated 
that their $95 teachers were about 
$500 under the top seale 

We hasten to emphasize that these 
figures were off the “top of their 
heads” Thursday night, and should 
not be taken too literally; however, 
they serve the purpose of the point 
We want to make. 

And that is that costs of teachers in 
Upland would increase $150,000, and 
Ontario would add another $250,000 
in new costs from higher saleries 

Seo maybe more information as to 
what the costs will be is needed in 
all nine elementary schoo! districts. 

Certainly a salary projection is in 
order right away for the elementary 
and high school districts to find out 
whether the “sword” so dramatically 
Poised over our heads on the $15 per 
pupil or $443,730 is worth the upset.
